PUBLIC LAWS OP RHODE ISLAND. 


I'assed at the January Session, 1882. 


CHAPTER 260. 


AN ACTIU amendment of Chapter 105 ol 


the Public Statutes, "Of Windmills." 


(Passed March 8,1882.) 


/(is cnactal by the General Assembly as 


follows :— 


SECTION 1. 
Section 5 of Chapter 105 


of tho Public Statutes is hereby amended 
so as to redd as follows:— 


"SEC. 5. The provisions of this chap- 


ter shall not apply to any mill which 
shall be Ibcated by decree of the Town 
Council of the town in which the samo is 
(situated, nor, to any mill fiituated in tho 
towns of New Shorehnm or Jamestown, 
nor to the'patented contrivance generally 
known as the 'Hercules Wind Engine.'' 


CHAPTER 270. 


AN ACT in amendment of and in add! 


lion 
to Title XXVIII of the Fublii 


Statutes, "Of executions of proceedings 
by and against bail and of the imprison- 
ment, of debtors." 


' [Passed Munili 10,1382.] 


It is enacted by the. General Assembly as 


follows:— 
SECTION 1. 
Whenever any person shall 


be imprisoned upon original writ, memo 
process, execution, or surrender, or com- 
mitment by bail hi any action -whatsoever, 
the party at whose suit such person is 
imprisoned shall pay to tho keeper of tbe 
jail in which ho is imprisoned the smii 
of three dollars per week in advance for 
tho board of such prisoner, reckoning 
such board from the time of such com- 
mitment, which payment in advance shall 
continue to be made by such creditor 
during tbo time such prisoner shall be de- 
tained at his suit:—Provided, however, 
that in. case of commitment .by bail tho 
bail so committing him shall pay sneh 
board iu advance until twenty-four hours 
after notice in writing of such commit- 
ment shall have been duly served upon 
the creditor or his attorney of rccorcl by 
the sheriff, his deputy, or some town ser- 
geant or constable and lodged with tho 
Etu'd jailer. 


SEC. 
2. In cnse of default 
made in 


payment of such prisoner's board, as re- 
quired in the preceding section, the keep- 
er shall discharge Biicn prisoner 
from 


jail, stating iu his formal discharge on 
the jail book the reason thereof. 


SEC. 3. The amount thus paid by the 


creditor for the board of the prisoner so 
imprisoned at bis suit, shall be added to 
and form a part of the costs of commit- 
ment and detention, and as such costs 
shall be paid by the prisoner in the then 
existing: orimy future proceedings which 
may be lawfully Instituted ugitiusl him 
for tho recovery of the debt aud costs of 
such suit.
